A marked increase in the number | 
of crimes against banks throughout 
the United States in the last year 
is reported by L. W. Gammon, man- 
ager of the protective department of 
the American Bankers’ Association, 
made public today at the convention 
at the Shubert-Jefferson Theater. 
The total of losses through robberies, 
hold-ups and sneak thefts reported 
for the year was $938,100.69. 

The increase has been shown, 


Gammon says, in the robbing of 
vaults and safe deposit boxes, and in 
daylight holdups. “All classes of 
crime have materially increased in| 
the past year, owing to the unsettled | 
conditions,” he adds, “and I do not| 
look for any let-up in crime for some | 
time to come.” 

In the year ending Sept. 1, he 
says, 146 bank burglaries and at- 
tempted burglaries were reported, of 
which 77 were against banks which 
are members of the association, and 
69 agdinst non-members. The larg- 
est number of these crimes shown 
by any state was 46, in Illinois. In- 
diana was next, with 16, and Mis-| 
souri was third, with 8. Of the total) 
number of crimes, 96 were success- | 
ful burglaries, and 50 were unsuc- | 
cessful. The losses amounted to| 
$213,388.68. | 

In the same time, 54 hoidups of, 
member banks were reported, with) 
a-loss of $424,802.72 and 10 sneak 
thefts, with a loss of $28,175.75. Of| 
non-member banks, 51 reported) 
holdups with losses of $271,733.54. It) 
is noted that member banks, as a/| 
rule, report their losses to the organ- 
ization, but that reports from non- 
members are not so complete.

Grows 


HE Mississippi River waited a thousand centuries to greet a white 
mans eyes. De Soto died and another century passed before the 


second white man saw it. 


Three hundred years more have rolled 


away since Father Marquette’s time and the discovery of the Mississippi 


is just beginning. 


St. Louis, the child of the Father of Waters, is 
just on the brink of her greatest decade and no fact 
points to this more clearly than the present situation 
in the lumber trade. 


“Wood,” to quote Theodore Roosevelt, “is an in- 
dispensable part of the structure on which civilization 
rests,’ and wood is a constant follower of water trans- 
portation. 


In the old, great days of westward migration St.

Those were the White Pine Days and the forests of 
the virgin North became the homesteads of the new 
West because of the Mississippi and St. Louis. 


Inexhaustible as tNey seemed, the white pine for- 
ests melted like snow in the blaze of America’s crea- 


tive energy. Their place in lumber production was 


taken by the forests of the Southern Mississippi Val- 
ley, but St. Louis led in that trade also because St. 
Louis commands a river highway that grooves the 
continent. 


St. Louis capital has opened the forests. of the 
South. To our city come the oak and the yellow 
cypress of Southern Missouri; the soft pine, the oak 
and'the gum of Arkansas; the red cedar of Tennessee, 
the pine and the poplar of Mississippi, the red cypress 
and long-leaf yellow pine of Louisiana. 


This generation will not live to see Southern lum-

ber exhausted and probably the next will not. What. . 


we will see is a vast improvement and cheapening of 
the river transport for lumber to St. Louis. River im- 
provement is synonymous with reconstruction in the 
United States and Uncle Sam has already’ taken the

strongly in hand. 


And river improvement will not only broaden our 


Southern lumber business. There is the great North- 
western forest area of Washington, California, Idaho 
and Montana. 


Today the fir and cedar and pine of these forests 
comes to St. Louis for manufacture and for transship- 
ment to Eastern consuming centers, but it comes 
largely by rail and we do not get all of it. 


River improvement will complete a water road 
tor it from Puget Sound through the Panama Canal 
and up to St. Louis, so that we will see our lumber 
supremacy made doubly supreme and sure. 


And the export possibilities of wood products by. 
water from St. Louis! Think of them. South America ° 


is crying for furniture, for household utensils, for 
cooperage, for refrigerators, for mill work, for the end- 
less products of wood, St. Louis is better able to'make 
these than any other city. Shall we not live to.see the 
ships at St. Louis that will transport them most cheap- 
ly to every South American port? | 


We shall, unless everybody in America loses*his 
business instincts. We shall, unless some third method 
of transportation comes to light that is cheaper than 
water as water is cheaper than rail. 


Unless all signs fail, you and I will live to see a 
greater increase in traffic on the Mississippi River 
than has taken place in all the centuries since De Soto 
jiscovered it.

They fought against overwhelm- 
ing odds, in some instances 5 or 6 to 1 
against them, and saved the Channel 
Ports not to Great Britain and France 
alone, but to America. 

» Jt is true this country entered the war 
ata critical time and performed wonders 
by delivering the “knockout blow,” but 
Capt. Lee should remember this country 
furnished the flower of its manhood who 
entered the war when the British, French 
and Belgians were war-weary.

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INDUSTRIAL PEACE BY LAW. 

How far should the Government go in providing for 
the settlement of industrial disputes by orderly 
processes, which will prevent strikes and lockouts? 

By orderly processes we mean settlement by arbi- 
tration or decision of a board or tribunal organized 
for the purpose. 

In the case of the Los Angeles shopmen the Gov- 
ernment made the decisive announcement that a 
strike on the railroads while they were under Gov- 


employes on strike would receive no consideration. 
The trains would be run and the shops operated 
under Government protection. Earlier the Presié@ett 
refused to treat with striking shopmen until they 
returned to work. Happily, the controversy with the 
railroad shopmen has been settled by mutual agree- 
ment and contracts have been signed. 

But what will happen when the railroads are re- 
turned to private ownership? A general railroad 
strike would be as menacing and disastrous to the 
public welfare under private ownership as under 
public ownership or operation. Not only might it 
result in the complete cessation of business, 1 activi- 
ties by which the people live, but it migh® result 
in actual death by starvation or cold of thousands of 
persons. 

As railroads are quasi-public corporations, char- 
tered for and engaged in public service, the Govern- 
ment might find ample ground upon which to prevent 
strikes by compelling a just settlement of differences. 

There are great lines of business operated by pri- 
vate corporations without public service charters 
whose cessation from activity would vitally affect 
the public interest and menace life and the means of 
living. The packing business and the steel business, 
the latter now affected by the strike, supply the 
necessaries of life and industry. 

The steel industry is hampered and may be tied up 
by the strike now in progress, with consequences in- 
volving widespread disaster and snffering. Voluntary 
conference and arbitration have failed in this case. 
The President’s counsel and influence failed to bring 
the parties to the conflict into conference or into 
any arbitration agreement. All voluntary methods 
have come to naught. The Senate invéstigation 
offers a hope that Congress and the President may 
bring abeut a settlement, but it is only a hope. There 
is no assurance that either party to the conflict will 
voluntarily yield.

Yet we leave industrial 
conflicts, which may destroy all the prosperous activ- 
ities of society and destroy life, to voluntary decisions 
of conflicting interests. Public interests are un- 
protected and are left to the mercy of selfish indi- 
viduals and organizations. 

Orderly legal processes of adjusting social and in- 
dustrial relations are the basic conditions of success- 
ful democracy. We cannot live in conflict and vio- 
lence. Democracy cannot survive conflict and vio- 
lence. Law is the supreme power in free govern- 
ment and obedience to law the supreme obligation 
of citizenship. It is the remedy for all injustices and 
grievances. 7 

Is it not full time for us to seek and set up orderly 
legal processes by which strikes and lockouts, with 
their disastrous menace, will be eliminated and the 
uninterrupted continuance of industry, commerce and 
transportation, upon which our welfare rests, as- 
sured? The solution of industrial conflicts is the 
greatest problem of the nation. 
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THE DES PERES NUISANCE. 

News space could be conserved by assuming that, 
after every big rain, the usual incidents of a Des 
Peres flood had occurred—cellars filled with water, 
tracks overflowed, cars stalled and men, women and 
children compelled to flee in their nightclothes to 
higher ground. If the rain is unusually heavy, it 
may also be assumed that the Des Peres has, as 
in the past, caused loss of life. : 

It’s an old story with St. Louis. This miserable lit- 
tle stream, which has been turned into an open sew- 
er, suddenly swelled dy rain, lets loose its foul wa- 
ters loaded with accumulated filth, which drive be- 
fore them a number of poor people who either own 
their little places in its vicinity or live there because 
they must be near their jobs. And when the waters 
recede, these unfortunate citizens return, as before, 
to cleanse their houses and perhaps their furniture of 
the stinking mud left behind. 

In the proposed bond issue, which will come up 
again before the Board of Aldermen in October, the 
sum of $9,450,000 is provided for the elimination of 
the Des Peres nuisance. It will be worth it. The 
Des Peres floods are a disgrace to St. Louis. No 
other city of the size would permit such a condition 
to continue as long as the various city governments 
of St. Louis have permitted this. . 
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A DISCREDITED COMMITTEE. 

The congressional committee that went to France 
to investigate military prison practices and such other 
matters as might engage its attention has returned. 
Its formal report is yet to be filed, but Mr. Bland of’ 
Indiana, a member of the committee, has spoken. 
He has spoken precisely.as Mr. Bland might be ex- 
pected to speak. 

Conditions in the prison camps, says Bland, were 
“appalling.” Emphasis is added with the statement 
that “nothing like this treatment has been known) 
in our history.” In the business management of this 
enterprise ‘there are cases in France of misuse of 
American Government funds wiffch would startle the 
nation if given publicity.” 

Cruelty “appalling and without parallel in our his- 
tory”, dishonesty that would “startle” if disclosed— 
such is the Bland verdict in an interview as he dis- 
embarked. No other findings were possible to Mr. 
Bland, who lives, moves and has his being in the 
superlative. Mentally Mr. Bland is a nonstop flyer 
whose destination inevitabiy is the best or the worst.

NO SERIOUS SUGAR SHORTAGE. | 
Sugar is obtainable only in two-pound and in/| 
some places only in one-pound lots in St. Louis. The. 
price has gone up to 121-2 and 13 cents. Consumers. 
are warned in alarmist reports that it may go. to. 
18 or 20 or even 25 cents a pound next year, but only | 
profiteering of the most outrageous sort would ex- | 
plain any such prices. The year’s sugar supply may 
be a few hundred thousand tons less than that of | 
1918, when Cuba had an amazing bumper crop, but | 
reliable estimates place the production at 18,312,000. 
tons, more than half a million tons in excess of any 
year prior to the war. 

As in the past, present temporary shortages here 
and elsewhere are attributed to faulty distribution. 
Sugar prices are likely to range much higher than 
in former years, but if attempts are made to exact 
three times the old price of 20 pounds for $1 they will 
surely be shortlived. Java’s crops will save the situ- 
ation. This island now approximates Cuba’s former 
place in the sugar world, producing one-tenth of the 
world’s supply, whereas Cuba, formerly producing 
only an eighth, now produces one-fourth. 

To make Java's crop available in the principal mar- 
kets during the war was difficult, owing to the vessel 
shortage, but there will be plenty of ships now to 
bring Javanese sugar, if the price continues at a 
figure so high as to make it worth while. 
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Europe has been fed up on atrocities, but the Omaha 
riot seems to show that America has the atrocity 
spirit dormant, waiting for opportunities to show it- 
self. 
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A PRUSSIANIZED WORLD. 

At a farewell luncheon in Tokio to a number of dis- 
tinguished Americans Viscount Kaneko declared there 
never conid be a war between Japan and the United 
States. But while such professions of friendship may 
have deceived the American guests at that table, and 
may even be accepted as sincere by the. majority of the 
American people, there are eminent gentlemen in our 
public life who refuse to be gulled by such hypocrisy. 
Senators like Johnson and Borah know that Japan, 
for all its fine words, is plotting to attack us when- 
ever the moment is ripe and they reject as false and 
valueless any declaration of honorable intention. 

And Japan is not the only nation condemned as 
untrustworthy by those Senators. Mr. Johnson has 
no confidence in any nation’s expression of good will 
towards the United States. In his judgment they 
are al] tarred with the same brush of avarice, treach- 
ery and malevolent design. Their public men are all 
liars so far as entertaining any genuine regard for 
the United States is concerned. They will use us to 
advantage their. own nations: But once the time 
comes that they can’t use us they will turn on usglike 
a pack of ravenous wolves. 

It is not a new philosophy that Mr. Johnson and 
the anti-treaty Senators preach. It is as old as his- 
tory: It is the doctrine which Prussia taught and be- 
lieved. All the natfons hated Germany, so the junk- 
ers said. They envied Germany her prosperity, they 
conspired against her, they plotted her downfall. 
When the hour arrived they struck. It was only by 
her superior might that Germany managed to delay 
the assault. 

It was against Prussianism, against this very 
philosophy, that America declared war. It was our 
contention that nations could, and should, maintain 
the same standards of honor and fair dealing which 
prevail among individuals. To make the world safe 
for democracy was accounted a noble ideal at the 
time of its utterance, but a number of our Senators 
now ridicule it as mere babble. Yet unless such 
standards are adopted, and the relations between the 
nations are lifted to that plane, then manifestly the 
‘war has been lost. Prussianism has not been de- 
feated. Instead of an Americanized world we have a 
Prussianized world. 

It is unthinkable that any considerable number 
of Americans will stand with the anti-treaty Sena- 
tors in holding that the immeasurable agony and

“Thank God! We have more 
submarines for offensive purposes 
than England. It is to be hoped 
that they will meet with | still 
greater success than they have. so 
far.” With our high hopes, it 
still was curious how we had come 
to be the least beloved people on 
the face of the earth. Everyone 
wanted Germany, I judged, to be 
laid low. 

Luxemburgers Were Hostile. 

The uneasy folks in Luxemburg 
showed this attitude. They first 
viewed our advent: as the van- 
guard of a triumphal procession, 
which was always to be in mation 
——-stopping only at the English 
Channel, and then going on to 
victory. When it halted, they 
were always awaiting the hour 
when the panoply of war would 
move on again. But when it failed 
to move, the Luxemburgers got 
restive. It was plain, in October, 
1915, that we had worn our wel- 
come out with them. They could 
not help but imagine things must 
be getting bad at the front. 

The attitude of Italy and Ru- 
mania continued to bother us. 
Those jackals of nations! They had 
to wait and see how the cat 
jumped before coming in on either 
side. Then, too, our hopes of Tur- 
key were coming to nothing. This 
was contained in private advices to 
me from Admiral von Usedom, my 
friend, even in advance of the Kai- 
ser himself knowing it. The old 
Admiral, then long in retirement, 
was doing what he could to keep 
the Turkish supremacy intact 
around the Bosporus. He was 
earning once more the order Pour 
le Merite which I shared with him 
alone of all the Admirals of the 
German navy. 

When I thought, too, in those 
depressing hours, of the lazy Aus- 
trians for whom stanch Germans 
were shedding their blood, it was 
not pleasant. But the whole busi- 
ness, I told myself, was inevitable. 
How could an expanding Germany 
suit anybody’s game? 

Stupidity in high quarters was 
providing a riddle for us: How 
could peace possibly end with dig- 
nity for Germany? Our statesmen 
were so blind they let themselves 
be driven into war when the signs 
in the heavens gave warning. The 
task of peace was not pleasant to 
confront then. To me, who ignored 
nothing that might be of service to 
the Fatherland, it seemed like the 
problem of squaring the circle. 


Wed messed together in the same 
great hall in those days at Luxem- 
burg, but we never exchanged a 
word with each other. Mutual re- 
criminations were in the mind if 
not the world. There was good 
reason for it. Hene was a case 
where our army, in a tremendous 
onrush, hid shed its blood prod- 
igally, and poured out losses un- 
ceasing, bringing a very small pro- 
portionate result. And encircling 
this turmoil stood the black spec- 
ter of the pressure of the sea pow- 
er of England, exerted in the 
blockade. This was bound to grow 
greater with time. e small suc- 
cesses of our fleet did not deceive 
me. 

The fleet should not have been 
held in leash. An onrush to match 
our foes ashore should have been 
the order. For our brave sailors 
were ready. If our bands played 
on the decks off Wilhelmshaven, it 
was only after hard drills and ma- 
neuvers, and the music matched 
the spirit of the men. 

Far out at sea were our raiders, 

detached, without friends. They 
were getting fine results, but one 
after another, I told myself, they 
must perish for lack of coal and 
provisions, for there were no re- 
victualing ports. The same thing 
that handicapped our raiders was 
occurring in a large sense on 
land, through England's artifices. 
She had just shaken the club over 
the Swiss, and they issued a ban 
on our exports.

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Reichstag Learns Truth and Is 
Shocked. 

At the request of Secretary 
Count von Roedern, who had come 
to Spa, and who was to carry on 
with the Vice Chancellor the ne- 
gotiations with the parliamentary 
leaders, G. H. Q. sent Maj. Baron 
von dem Busche to Berlin on the 
evening of Sept. 29, 1918. He was 
to give explanations in the Feich- 
stag of the military position, if the 
Government thought it advisable. 

Later, at my request, the Iield- 
Marshal decided to accompany His 
Majesty to Berlin on the evening 
of the 30th, in order to represent 
G. H..Q. in Berlin. I was unfor- 
tunately indispensable at Sp.2, ow- 
ing to the position in the field. 

Already, on the evening of the 
30th, Maj. Baron von dem Busche 
had had a short conversation, in 
the presence of Vice Chancellor 
von Parer, with Prince Max, who 
had meanwhile come to Berlin, 
and had expressed himself to the 
Prince in the same sense as he 
was to address the party leaders 
of the Reichstag on the following 
morning. He also gave explana- 
tions privately to von Payer to the 
same effect. 

At 9 o’clock in the morning of 
Oct. 2 Vice Chancellor yon Payer 
introduced Maj. Baron von dem 
Busche to the assembled Reichstag 
party leaders, and remained pres- 
ent while the Major spoke. The 
Major knew my views and inten- 
tions and had committed them to 
writing before making his speech. 

His speech was quite to the 
point. He described the position 
in the Balkans, as'resulting from 
the defection of Bulgaria, perhaps 
a little too favorably, and the po- 
sition on the Western Front with 
full confidence, praising the troops. 

As was his duty. he stated that 
the question of reinforcements was 
very serious, and that we were no 
longer able to cover wastage. 
Battalion stremath had been re- 
duced to 540 men, and even this 
could only be maintained by 
breaking up 22 divisions—i. e., 66 
regiments of infantry. The morale 
of our reinforcements was bad. 

Maj. Baron von dem Busche 
concluded thus: 

“We can carry on the war fora 
substantial further period, we can 
cause the enemy further heavy 
losses, we can lay waste his coun- 
try as we retire, but we cannot 
win the war. 

“Realizing this fact, and in view

About Conditions at the Front, Were Aston- 
ished When They Learned the Truth— 
Ludendorff Urged Immediate Armis- 
tice to Avoid Further Loss. 


the Field-Marshal and General 
Ludendorff have resolved to pro- 
pose to His Majesty that we bring 
the fighting to a close in order to 
avoid further’ sacrifices on the 
part of the German people and 
their allies.’’ 

“Abandon War as Hopeless.” 

“Just as our great offensive was 
brought to a stop on July 15, im- 
mediately it was seen that its con- 
tinuation would invowe undue 
sacrifice of life, so now we must 
make up our minds to abandon 
the further prosecution of the war 
as hopeless. There is still time for 
this. The German Army has still 
strength to keep the enemy at bay 
for months, to achieve local suc- 
cesses, and to cause further losses’ 
to the Entente. But each new 
day brings the enemy nearer to his 
aim, and makes him the less ready 
to conclude a reasonable peace 
with us. 

“We must accordingly lose no 
time. Every 24 hours that pass 
may make our position worse, 
and give the enemy a clearer view 
of our present weakness. 

“That might have the most dis- 
astrous conquences both for the 
prospects of peace and for the mil- 
itary position. 

“Neither the Army nor ‘the peo- 


d. | ple should do anything that might 


etray weakness. While the peace 
offer is made, you at home must 
show a firm front, to prove that 
you have the unbreakable will to 
continue the fight if the enemy 
refuse us peace or offer only hu- 
miliating conditions. 

“If this should prove to be the 
case, the Army's power to resist 


will depend on a firm spirit being 


maintained at home, and on the 

zsood moral that will permeate 

from home to the front.” , 
Was Highly Explosive. 

(Note: Busche’s speech acted 
like a high explosive shell on the 
Reichstag leaders and its reverbe- 
rations went quickly through Ger- 
many and even came to the out- 
side world through the neutral 
countries. ) 

In this speech, Maj. Baron von 
dem Busche expressed both my 
program and my views, and this 
not only for the members of the 
Reichstag, but also for the new 
Government that was to be 
formed from their ranks. The 
soldier who has had to fight 
heavy battles for four years with 
insufficient weapons becomes 
hardened to dangers, but the man 
is in a very different case who sud- 
denly has such difficulties, of im- 
measurable greatness, placed viv- 
idly before him. ‘ 

I had been writing to the Gov- 
ernment for two years on end 
with reference to the shortage of 
reinforcements. The. auxiliary 
service law, my efforts to have it 
amended, and to bring women 
more and more into service, my 
suggestions for rounding up shirk- 
ers and deserters at home, were all 
fully justified, not only by tho 
Hindenburg program, but aiso by 
the need of manpower at the front. 

All my suggestions for raising 
morale at home constituted ques- 
tions of infinite importance in the 
conduct of the war, for the solu- 
tion of which the chamber was 
responsible to the whole people. 
All these problems were inter- 
dependent. If morale was good, 
the shirkers and deserters would 
be kept at the front, the exempted 
men at home would be more read- 
ily released for service; there 
would be less shortage of rein- 


 depbesnenth and the moral effects 


of the fighting would be better 
overcome. 

The Chancellor never put these 
considerations before the repre-

In- 
all this must have been ac-

tually withheld from the Reichs- 
tag, just as was my view as to 
the military situation and the need 
for peace since Aug. 8. Only thus 
can one understand the miscon- 
ception of the whole position that 
existed in Berlin. 

I was so surprised by the ef- 
fect of Maj. Baron von dem 
Buche’s speech, that I questioned 
him on his return as to whether 
he had said anything different 
from what we had discussed. He 
gave me the draft of his speech, 
to which he had kept word for 
word. This draft lies before me 
now as 1 write. 

I do not know whether the man- 
ner in which the Major spoke, or 
the seriousness of his personality, 
heightened the effect of his words 
en his hearers, but such on er- 
pianation its humanly possible. The 
Major himself noticed the great 
shock his words produced. 

His rightly earnest peroration 
as to what was needed of the peo- 
ple met with no response. I think 
that, in their great excitement, 
his hearers’ did not really under- 
stand them. |. It is inexcusable that 
the speech was immediately pub- 
lished, and that, too, in a manner 
calculated to do us the very great- 
est harm. There was no better 
means of informing the enemy of 
our weakness. 

It was highly regrettable that 
the outgoing Government, the 
Hertling Cabinet, which was suc- 
ceeded by the Cabinet of Prince 
Max of Baden, did not inform the 
Major that there was a- Pole 
among his hearers. They must 
have known that this individual 
would immediately publish at 
home and abroad everything that 


October 1 and in my view as to 
my duty to the army, I] held con- 
versations in Spa on Sept. 30 and 
Oct. 1 with representatives of the 
Chancellor and of the Foreign Of- 
fice, and also instructed Major 
Baron von dem Busche to co-op- 
erate with the Field Marshal in 
pressing urgently for the dispatch 
of the note to President Wilson 
asking an armistice on Oct. 1, or 
at the latest at noon on the sec- 
ond. 

My principal motive was to 
avoid further loss of life, but I 
also attached great weight to the 
view that the earlier we began the 
more favorable would our position 
be at the commencement of the 
regotiations. 

If it could not at this time be 
described as theatening, it might 
within two or three weeks become 
of the greatest importance 
whether the army was to have an 
armistice, or ‘(if it had to fight 
on) the moral encouragement 
from, 24 hours sooner or later. 

In this position any delay in 
the formation of the new Govern- 
Inent was inexcusable. I spoke 
often with my staff to this effect, 
and always acted on this view. I 
am unable to understand how the 
idea ever arose that I had said 
that the front would break if we 
did not have an armistice within 
24 hours. Between my discussion 
with Secretary von Hintze on Sept. 
29 and the Major's speech on Oct. 
2, which are wholly consistent 
with one another, there was no 
particular military event that 
could have led to any modification 
of my views. 

Mystified by Berlin. 

I had repeatedly begged Von 
Hintze to retain his secretaryship, 
if the new Chancellor should be 
willing, in order to secure a certain 
degree of continuity. This was in 
vain, however. In the night of 
October 1-2 the General Staff had 


simplified communications between 


his Majesty and the Grand Duke 
of Baden by laying down a trunk 
telephone line, in order to hasten 


. 


gctting an armistice, no one knew 
better than I, who had a better 
judgment of the enemy's views 
than the new Government. In my 
quiet but anxious thought, I was 
completely mystified by the events 
in Berlin, and could find no cx- 
planation thereof, save. this, that 
the members of the Reichstag, not 
having been properly informed of 
anything at the right time, had 
now, in their anxiety and excite- 
ment, greatly increased by sur- 
prise, misunderstood what Maj. 
Baron von dem Buscbhe had said, 
and that even Prince Max and the 
new Gorernment were not suffi- 
ciently well informed to understand 
the position properly. 
To Urge But Not “Jostle.” 

Late in the night of October 1, 
and in the course of October 2, Col. 
von Haeften rang me up repeated- 
ly, and described to me the diffi- 


culties which ware delaving the: 


formation of the new Government 
and also the dispatch of the note. 
I had informed him on Sept. 30 of 
the events at Spa, and had in- 
structed him to urge the Govern- 
ment to act quickly and energet- 
ically; he was not to “jostle’’ them, 
but to make clear the grave dis- 
advantages that would follow ev- 
ery day of hesitation and inactiv- 
ity. To Col. von Haeften also Von 
Hintze had explained on the after- 
noon of Sept. 30 that the new Gov- 
ernment would be formed at the 
latest on the afternoon of Oct. 1, 
so that the peace offer could be 
dispatched on the evening .of the 
Same day. 

After the discussion with Col. 
von Haeften on the evening of 
October 1, I understood the situa- 
tion, and realized that Von Hint- 
ze’s expectation would not be real- 
ized. I instructed Von Haeften to 
see that no unnecessary delay oc- 
curred, but in view of the position 
in Berlin I resigned myse. (© a 
postponement of the dispreth of 
the note. 

After the statement by the Field 
Marshal to the new Cabinet, G. 
H. Q. had no further influence in 


Germany, and so far as number 
goes they corresponded with the 
Austro-liungarian note to Serbia 
of the end of July, 1914. 

In a telegram on Oct. 2, I em- 
phasized “that the 14 points of the 
Wilson note were to serve as the 
basis for the discussion of peace 
terms, but were*not to be regarded 
as conditions imposed on us by 
the enemy.” The Field Marsha! 
had taken the same standpoint in 
Berlin, but had met with no sup- 


port from the Secretaries of State;= 
Vice Chancellor von Payer alone 


agreeing with him. 

A commission was assenbled at 
Spa to work out the armistice 
conditions. Gen. von Gundell pre- 
sided, and the Chancellor was rep- 
resented by Von Hintze. The otbh- 
er members were Gen. von Win- 
terfeldt, Maj. Brinckmann, and 
Naval Captain Vanselow. 

Eiforts were made, by expla- 
nations to the army, to eliminate 
any weakening effects of the re- 
quest for armistice and peace. 

Subsequently to the 29th Sep- 
tember I discussed the offer with 
many of the commanders. Those 
who knew the whole situation 
agreed that it was.the right step, 
while those who were in quieter 
positions could not see the neces- 
sity for it. I had the satisfac- 
tion that their confidence in my- 
self was not impaired. 

Ludendorff reveals tomorrow 
how, after the first reply of Pres- 
ident Wilson to the armistice pro- 
posal, he tried to arouse the Ger- 
man Government and people to 
fight on until more favorable terms 
could be obtained. He resents the 
idea that it was his pessimistic re- 
port on the state of the army that 
caused the German Government to 
hasten to make peace on any 
terms.
